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Senior  College  Class  History 

It  is  generally  considered  the  duty  of  a  historian  to  trace  the  beginning  of 
the  thing  with  which  he  is  concerned  in  his  chronicle.  With  that  fact  in  mind 
the  one  who  here  assumes  the  role  of  historian  approaches  his  task  with  fears 
and  misgivings. 

The  Senior  College  Class  of  1923  can  hardly  claim  existence  as  such  before 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year  which  shall  witness  our  departure  from  the 
school  of  our  choice.  Therefore  the  class  has  not  proceeded  as  a  unit  during  the 
four  years  of  college  training,  because  in  many  cases  the  work  has  been  done 
between  periods  of  teaching.  It  is  as  though  many  travelers  started  toward  a 
goal  at  various  times,  from  various  places;  each  setting  his  own  pace  toward  a 
chosen  spot  within  sight  of  the  goal,  from  which  all  proceed  in  a  body  toward 
their  common  goal. 

Some  of  our  names  have  been  on  the  roll  of  our  beloved  institution  for  more 
than  a  decade.  There  are  those  among  us  who  have  gone  forth  with  the  Normal 
diploma  and  have  spent  as  many  as  seven  years  on  the  firing  line,  each  one  in 
every  case  acquitting  himself  with  work  well  done.  In  fact  all  of  our  number 
have  taught  or  held  responsible  administrative  positions  in  the  schools  of 
Southern  Illinois. 

One  member  of  the  class  has  won  the  confidence  of  the  citizens  of  his  home 
county  to  the  extent  that  they  elected  him  county  superintendent  of  schools  in 
that  county. 

As  to  numbers  the  Senior  College  Class  of  1923  is  a  record  maker  for  the 
S.  I.  N.  U.  The  degrees  conferred  this  year  will  almost  equal  the  total  number 
conferred  in  the  past.  But  we  feel  that  this  is  only  a  beginning,  for  the  excellent 
opportunity  offered  to  students  who  wish  to  complete  their  college  training,  are 
certain  to  make  the  oncoming  classes  larger. 

When  the  class  has  departed,  each  to  go  his  own  way,  the  heartfelt  loyalty 
to  the  Alma  Mater  shall  remain  with  each  one  as  a  thing  to  be  treasured  and  a 
source  of  pride  in  her  achievements. 
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History  of  the  College  Juniors 

Man  has  encountered  many  problems  which  he  has  passed  by  unsolved  up 
to  the  present  time,  but  he  has  discovered  many  things  the  existence  of  which 
cannot  accurately  be  accounted  for.  Among  these  great  discoveries  we  find  one 
in  2221  A.  D.,  which  at  that  time  seemed  destined  to  take  its  place  among  the 
mysteries  of  the  ages. 

In  the  early  fall  of  that  year,  the  United  States  Geological  Surveyor,  while 
making  a  prospecting  tour  through  Southern  Illinois,  unearthed  in  one  of  the 
remote  corners  of  Egypt  a  curious  looking  slab  of  stone  upon  which  was  carved 
an  inscription.  Had  the  inscription  been  in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation  prob- 
ably it  would  not  have  been  considered  a  mystery,  but  being  somewhat  blurred, 
its  identity  was  uncertain.  However  after  much  speculation  it  was  agreed  that 
the  stone  bore  an  inscription  written  in  the  hieroglyphics  of  some  pre-historic 
race  which  inhabited  the  lands  between  the  great  Mississippi  and  the  beautiful 
Ohio. 

Only  a  few  years  have  elapsed  since  the  stone  was  discovered,  but  this  short 
interval  of  time  is  sufficient  to  change  its  mystical  origin  to  that  of  history. 
Learned  men  from  various  countries  were  employed  to  interpret  the  meaning  of 
the  inscription  and  after  a  few  days  of  research  and  intensive  study,  it  was  pro- 
nounced to  be  a  Latin  translation  of  the  history  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  College 
Juniors  of  '23.  As  the  astounding  phrases  were  translated,  all  present  stood  in 
amazement  as  it  was  evident  that  the  history  of  one  of  the  greatest  classes  that 
ever  registered  in  that  school  was  being  unrolled  to  them.  It  contained  the 
names  of  some  twenty  persons,  members  of  the  class,  and  whose  names  long  since 
have  gone  down  in  history  as  agriculturalists,  statesmen,  and  educators.  It  also 
told  of  their  entrance  into  that  school,  and  about  their  first  year  of  wandering 
about  the  campus  and  corridors,  of  how  the  instructors  labored  for  perfect  at- 
tention long  enough  to  find  out  what  knowledge  they  had  as  a  basis  for  future 
work.  Although  part  of  the  inscription  was  somewhat  blurred,  we  have  evidence 
that  they  passed  through  the  succeeding  years  triumphantly. 

It  was  the  College  Juniors  who  put  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  on  the  map  for  athletics, 
since  they  furnished  stars  in  both  football  and  basketball,  while  others  starred  in 
baseball.  They  exhibited  great  school  spirit,  and  aroused  more  enthusiasm  for 
school  enterprise  than  perhaps  any  other  class — a  spirit  which  they  carried  into 
the  classroom  and  put  into  work.  It  was  members  of  this  class  who  fostered  the 
Fraternity  idea,  which  is  now  being  regarded  by  our  eminent  educators,  as  the 
school's  greatest  asset  in  drawing  within  her  gates,  students  of  sterling  worth 
and  character. 

The  history  of  this  class  is  but  a  record  of  its  growth,  and  can  be  given  only 
in  part.  It  has  been  handed  down  to  us  in  letters  of  stone,  but  the  history  of  the 
individual  members  is  written  in  our  minds  and  where  the  dripping  rain,  gentle 
dew,  frosts  of  the  winter,  or  heat  of  the  summer  cannot  wear  it  away. 
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History  of  the  Class  of  1923 

We,  the  class  of  1923,  are  the  largest  of  all  classes  that  have  gone  from  this 
school.  Our  number  is  two  hundred  and  ten  strong.  We  believe  that  we  have 
also  shown  strength  in  other  things  besides  number. 

As  the  custom,  that  seniors  usually  take  the  lead  in  school  activities,  we  have 
been  active  in  the  numerous  organizations  and  have  stood  one  hundred  percent 
for  everything  that  pertains  to  the  honor  and  welfare  of  our  Alma  Mater. 

Last  fall  at  our  first  meeting  we  elected  officers.  These  students  have  led 
the  class  and  represented  it  in  an  aspiring  and  helpful  manner.  We  chose  Paul 
Chance  for  president,  and  Mary  Van  Sickle  for  secretary  and  treasurer. 

So  many  of  our  members  entered  late;  others  have  been  away  part  of  the 
time  teaching,  and  some  joined  us  the  spring  term  for  the  first  time  since  last 
year.  However,  we  are  fairly  well  acquainted  with  one  another.  We  owe  this 
partly  to  the  social  functions  of  the  year.  We  will  especially  remember  the  joy- 
ful evening  the  faculty  gave  for  our  entertainment.  This  was  an  informal  oc- 
casion given  at  Anthony  Hall. 

We  agree  that  the  years  spent  here  have  been  the  happiest  of  our  lives.  As 
time  goes  on  we  expect  to  use  the  valuable  knowledge  and  inspirations  gained 
here,  and  feel  better  equipped  for  life.  But  how  often  shall  we  think  of  a  cer- 
tain book  or  class  and  in  what  connection!  It  will  not  be  in  association  with  the 
subject  matter  so  much,  but  with  our  classmates  and  teachers  as  our  friends. 
After  all,  memories  of  college  life  will  be  of  friends  we  have  made  here. 

Most  of  us  are  going  out  as  teachers  next  year.  We  expect  to  meet  at  asso- 
ciations, but  always  we  want  to  return  to  dear  old  S.  I.  N.  U.  for  home-coming.

I  was  surprised  to  read  that 
Gary  Davis  and  Frank  Hight  got  in  with  a  gang  of  bank  robbers  and  were 
captured. 

Delbert  Spain  became  a  great  preacher  and  brought  many  sinners  to  the 
mourners'  bench  among  whom  were  George  Cherry  and  Phillips  Lewis.  Rev.

The  Zetetic  Literary  Society  which  was  founded  September  19,  1874.  is  the 
oldest  student  organization  on  the  campus — nearly  fifty  years  have  elapsed  since 
a  small  band  of  pioneers  drawn  together  by  the  golden  bonds  of  friendship 
assumed  the  name  Zetetic  (a  seeker  of  knowledge).  That  same  spirit  of  love  for 
knowledge,  however,  still  prevails  in  this  institution,  and  it  is  with  the  same  zeal 
and  fervor  that  those  bearing  the  name  Zetetic,  still  zealously  labor  to  continue 
the  work  which  has  thus  far  been  so  nobly  advanced. 

The  purpose  of  the  society  is  well  set  forth  in  the  preamble :  "To  promote 
the  growth  and  development  of  mind,  readiness  and  fluency  of  speech,  and  a 
more  perfect  knowledge  of  parliamentary  law.'"

In  pursuance  of  these  objects,  Ave  pledge  ourselves  to  seek  intellectual  and 
moral  advancement ;  to  respect  others ;  and  to  observe  the  amenities  and  courtesies 
that  should  characterize  the  lives  of  all  students. 

The  Socratic  Society  has  done  much  to  unite  the  interests  of  the  student 
body.  It  has  contributed  to  the  cultivation  of  a  spirit  of  co-operation  and  fellow- 
ship. It  has  served  as  a  social  center  to  break  the  monotony  of  the  school  routine.

It  was  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Rue  that  we  were  able  to 
enjoy  the  beautifully  decorated  dining  room  and  reception  room  of  Anthony 
Hall.  Just  the  social  evening  alone  is  worthy  of  mention.  We  can  hardly  ex- 
press our  appreciation  for  the  excellent  dinner  served  in  such  a  beautiful  setting. 

The  second  special  feature  was  in  athletics.  It  has  been  the  custom  for  some 
time  that  we  meet  our  "sister  society"  upon  the  basketball  floor  for  an  annual 
contest  in  basketball.  The  Socrats  have  always  been  fortunate  enough  to  have 
as  members  some  of  the  best  athletes  of  the  school.  They  showed  their  ability  in 
a  fast  game  with  the  Zetetic  five  in  which  they  won  for  the  society  the  privilege 
of  retaining  the  much  envied  honor  of  champions.

One  of  the  great  events  during  the  school  year  1916  was  a  stir  among  the 
Household  Arts  students  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  which  cul- 
minated in  the  organization  of  the  S.  0.  P.  H.  or  the  Household  Arts  Club. 

No  doubt  a  few  have  wondered  what  the  letters  S.  0.  P.  H.  mean,  and  to 
relieve  those  few  of  their  curiosity,  the  following  explanation  is  offered :  S.  0. 
P.  H.  means  "Still  on  Pop's  Hands,"  but  the  members  do  not  intend  to  remain 
there  long — as  you  can  see  by  the  course  they  are  taking. 

The  purpose  of  the  Club  is  to  broaden  our  field  of  knowledge,  as  well  as  for 
individual  improvement,  by  means  of  programs,  demonstrations,  talks,  and  so- 
cial gatherings. 

In  1916  there  were  twenty-five  members.  Of  course  the  enrollment  is  limited 
to  thirty-five  members,  and  this  year  with  this  enrollment,  the  club  has  done  some 
interesting  things  and  created  an  interest  in  others  besides  the  club's  members.

The  Illinae  was  organized  in  March,  1921,  to  give  such  girls  as  wished  it,  training  in  de- 
bating, public  speaking,  and  parliamentary  practice.  The  Latin  ending  "  ae "  is  used  to  dis- 
tinguish it  from  the  Mini  of  the  XJ.  of  I.  The  Illinae  limits  its  membership  to  twenty-five, 
this  is  to  give  each  girl  a  chance  to  develop  her  abilities  to  the  best  advantage. 

Each  Monday  night  the  Illinae  girls  meet  to  discuss  and  debate  questions  of  current  in- 
terest. Extemporaneous  talks  and  debates  are  also  included  in  the  programs  to  enable  the 
girls  to  learn  to  speak,  when  called  upon  to  do  so,  without  preparation.  We  feel  that  one  of 
the  greatest  needs  of  the  modern  girl  is  training  for  leadership.  To  meet  this  need  we  give 
systematic  training  in  parliamentary  practice.  The  holding  of  some  office  in  the  Illinae  gives 
further  opportunity  for  this  kind  of  training.  To  improve  our  technique  in  debating,  we  have 
this  year  adopted  a  textbook,  "Foster's  Argumentation  and  Debate."  Our  faculty  advisor, 
F.  G.  Warren,  lectures  to  us  every  two  weeks. 

The  big  events  of  the  year  of  the  Illinae  are  the  mock  trial,  the  Tri-Club  debates,  and  the 
annual  banquet.  The.  Illinae  joined  forces  with  the  Agora  last  fall  term  and  conducted  a  mock 
trial,  Corem  Waller  vs.  the  Egyptian — Trespass  on  the  case.  During  the  spring  term  the  Tri- 
Club  debates  took  place.  These  debates  between  the  Forum,  the  Agora,  and  the  Illinae  were 
begun  last  year.  Our  teams  had  the  honor  of  receiving  the  loving  cup  the  first  year  of  the 
ForAgorHl  and  this  year  again  it  was  not  lost  according  to  the  rules  of  the  debates  since  the 
debates  resulted  in  ties. 

The  highest  honor  we  can  bestow  upon  one  of  our  members  is  to  make  her  a  ' '  ForAgorHl, ' ' 
that  is  choose  her  for  one  of  our  debaters  in  the  Tri-Club  debates.

History  of  the  Forum 


The  name  Forum  was  chosen  for  this  debating  society  because  the  name  indicates  in  a 
large  measure  the  function  of  the  organization. 

The  historical  Forum  of  Rome  was  a  place  in  which  matters  of  public  interest  were  dis- 
cussed. Roman  leadership  was  gained  largely  by  the  ability  to  sway  the  masses  in  public 
addresses.  The  schools  of  that  day  contributed  much  toward  the  development  of  speakers  by 
stressing  grammar,  rhetoric,  and  argumentation. 

The  Forum  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  resembles,  in  a  degree,  the  ancient  Roman  Forum  in  that  its 
aim  is  to  give  training  in  public  speaking,  debating,  and  to  give  a  usable  knowledge  of  the 
elements  of  parliamentary  law. 

The  fine  quality  of  work  which  has  been  and  is  being  done  by  the  Forum  results  from  its 
policy  of  having  a  limited  and  carefully  chosen  membership ;  of  its  provision  for  instruction 
in  debating,  public  speaking,  and  parliamentary  usage,  and  of  its  requirement  that  each  member 
shall  serve  frequently  in  the  various  capacities  of  the  society. 

The  membership  is  limited  to  twenty-five  with  only  Junior  and  Senior  College  men  being- 
eligible. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  characterized  by  an  earnestness  of  purpose  and  loyalty 
to  the  ideals  of  the  society.  Officers  and  members  alike  have  shown  their  pride  in  the  organi- 
zation by  their  endeavor  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Forum. 

While  the  major  part  of  the  work  has  been  debating,  ample  opportunity  has  been  offered 
for  parliamentary  practice  and  extemporaneous  speaking.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Forum  that 
its  members  shall  have  a  definite  and  usable  knowledge  of  simple  parliamentary  usages,  of 
how  to  judge  a  debate,  and  of  the  underlying  principles  of  effective  speaking. 

The  Tri-Club  debates,  in  which  the  three  debating  societies  of  the  school  participate,  have 
become  a  regular  part  of  the  year's  work  in  debating. 

This  new  feature  of  the  work  has  greatly  stimulated  the  interest  in  debating  in  each 
of  the  three  societies  of  the  school. 
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The  S.  I.  N.  U.  Home-Coming  is  now  history.  It  has  come  and  gone,  and  the 
predictions  of  the  optimist  have  been  fulfilled,  for  the  Home-Coming  of  1922 
was  as  big  as  the  most  urgent  boosters  had  hoped  for.  The  students  had  done 
their  bit,  had  made  interesting  preparations,  and  then  all  they  could  do  was  to 
sit  back  and  await  the  arrival  of  the  guests. 

On  Thursday  a  tense  atmosphere  hung  about  the  school.  What  would  the 
morrow  bring?  A  few  arrived  on  Thursday  night,  Friday,  all  day,  they  came  in 
droves,  those  who  could  not  get  away  Friday  arriving  sometime  during  the  night 
and  early  morning.  By  noon  the  campus,  yea,  the  whole  town  knew  that  we  of 
'20,  or  '14,  or  '98  were  back  again  to  visit  our  Alma  Mater. 

Friday  morning  everyone  assembled  in  the  auditorium  for  chapel  exercises. 
The  special  exercises,  although  short,  were  of  interest  to  all.  Alvin  Felts,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Student  Council,  was  in  charge.  Music  was  furnished  by  the  band 
and  mixed  chorus.  Several  of  the  former  students  were  back  and  played  in  the 
band. 

If  you  were  looking  for  familiar  faces  of  S.  I.  N.  TJ.  students  of  this  year  or 
former  years,  you  were  very  apt  to  have  found  them  at  Anthony  Hall.  An  in- 
formal tea  took  place  there  Friday  from  one  to  three.  Everyone  was  invited. 
Even  those  who  were  not  strongly  addicted  to  the  use  of  tea  went  just  the  same 
and  saw  their  classmates  and  students  of  former  years. 

At  three  o'clock  Friday  everyone  gathered  on  the  east  campus  to  participate 
in,  or  to  see  the  class  fights.  The  object  in  the  fight  is  "to  do  the  other  fellow 
before  he  does  you. ' '  Of  course  this  is  always  carried  on  in  a  friendly  manner 
which  tends  to  make  it  all  the  more  interesting. 

The  first  contest  was  a  rooster  fight.  If  you  have  never  seen  a  real  live 
"human"  rooster  fight  you  can't  afford  to  miss  the  next  opportunity.  In  order 
to  make  the  fight  more  thrilling  and  have  the  strength  more  evenly  divided,  the 
Normal  Seniors  and  the  High  School  Sophomores  worked  together,  and  the 
Normal  Juniors  and  High  School  Seniors  co-operated. 

The  next  contest  was  a  tug-of-war  which  needs  no  introduction.  The  fire 
department  was  out,  sending  a  stream  of  water  across  the  middle  of  the  rope, 
the  losing  team  being  pulled  through  the  water.     If  you  think  that  some  of  the

the  hose  was  turned  on  them. 

After  this  all  classes  joined  in  a  game  called  "cage  ball."  The  idea  was  to 
keep  the  ball  up  in  the  air.  There  was  plenty  of  chance  for  fun  here  when  the 
boys  slipped  and  fell  in  the  muddy  spots. 

Friday  evening  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  gym  was  held  one  of  the  greatest  pep 
meetings  ever  held  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Professors  Felts  and  Smith 
were  there  and  gave  good  talks,  adding  spirit  and  emphasis  to  the  occasion. 
"Cobb's"  band,  an  attraction  that  never  gets  old,  was  on  hand  to  furnish  the 
jazz  and  spice  of  life  without  which  such  a  demonstration  would  be  decidedly 
dead.  After  the  pep  meeting  we  all  went  to  the  auditorium  where  the  "Strut 
and  Fret"  entertained  with  a  "vaudeville."  The  entertainment  was  a  good 
example  of  what  this  organization  can  do  in  a  short  time. 

Saturday  morning  Anthony  Hall  again  entertained  at  an  Alumni  banquet 
at  eight  o'clock.  Every  graduate  was  invited  and  urged  to  be  present.  Break- 
fast was  served  from  eight  to  eight  thirty,  and  was  free  to  all  Alumni. 

Anthony  Hall  was  anxious  to  make  her  part  of  Home-Coming  a  success  and 
I  believe  everyone  who  attended  either  the  tea  or  breakfast  can  assure  you  that 
he  enjoyed  the  hospitality  shown  by  Anthony  Hall. 

The  breakfast  was  followed  by  the  Home-Coming  for  Socratic  and  Zetetic 
societies.    Many  old  members  were  present  and  made  interesting  talks. 

At  ten  thirty  all  met  in  the  auditorium  for  the  Armistice  program,  under 
the  direction  of  Captain  MeAndrews.  Dr.  Chas.  R.  Scoville  gave  an  interesting 
address  on  some  of  the  war  work.  Mrs.  Scoville  sang  several  very  pleasing  se- 
lections. At  eleven  o'clock  every  one  faced  the  East  for  one  minute  in  honor  of 
our  departed  heroes. 

At  one  o'clock  everyone,  as  well  as  Cape  Girardeau  and  her  three  hundred 
rooters,  met  at  the  New  Hundley  corner  for  the  Hobo  Parade  to  the  football 
field.  Cape's  twenty  piece  band  and  all  her  followers  led  the  march.  They  were 
followed  by  Prit chard's  band  and  each  class  according  to  their  rank.  Each 
class  represented  some  certain  thing  which  made  the  parade  very  comical.  Need- 
less to  say  we  beat  Cape  12  to  7,  and  then  everyone  marched  down  town  with  the 
team.

This  year  marked  the  revival  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U. 
( 'horus.  For  several  years  it  had  been  discontinued 
in  order  that  more  attention  could  be  paid  to  the  or- 
chestra and  band.

In  1917,  a  group  of  boys,  interested  in  debating,  organized  a  debating  club 
wbieh  they  fittingly  named  the  Agora,  but  when  the  United  States  entered  the 
war,  so  many  of  the  boys  left  for  service  that  there  were  not  enough  left  to 
continue  the  society. 

Again,  in  1919,  other  boys,  feeling  the  need  of  another  debating  club  and 
realizing  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  one,  organized  a  society  similar  to  the 
old  Agora  and  selected  the  same  name.  Some  students  at  that  time  who  were 
better  acquainted  with  the  sheep  and  goats  than  with  history  and  literature  mis- 
took the  name  and  called  the  members  and  the  club  nicknames  which  that  mis- 
understanding suggested.  From  this  arose  some  of  the  interesting  customs  of 
the  Agora,  as  answering  roll  call  with  "baa"  and  the  substitution  of  the  same 
word  for  the  "ayes"  and  "noes"  of  the  vive  voce  vote. 

The  purpose  of  the  Agora  is  best  expressed  in  the  preamble  of  its  consti- 
tution, as  follows: 

"We,  the  members  of  the  Agora,  realizing  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
an  organization  which  shall  give  practice  in  debate,  discussion,  elocution,  and 
parliamentary  law,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  an  association  for  such 
purposes,  and  agree  to  be  governed  by  the  following  constitution,  by-laws,  and 
rules  of  order. ' ' 

The  customs  and  annual  affairs  of  the  Agora  are  important  factors  in  mak- 
ing it  worth  while.  Some  of  these  are  the  Agora-Illinae  mock  trial,  the  Forum- 
Agora  basketball  game,  the  Agora  banquet,  and  the  FoiAgorlll. 

The  Agora-Illinae  mock  trial  this  year  was  probably  the  best  mock  trial  ever 
held  at  this  school.  The  situation  giving  rise  to  the  trial  was  an  inspiration.  The 
Egyptian,  our  school  paper,  printed  an  article  stating  that  one  of  our  members 
was  married  to  four  women  living  at  different  places.  The  accused  man,  thinking 
he  had  been  libelled,  hired  two  attorneys,  an  Agora  boy  and  an  Illinae  girl,  and 
took  the  case  to  the  Agora-Illinae  court.  Two  attorneys,  a  boy  and  a  girl,  were 
selected  to  defend  the  paper.  The  case  was  tried  before  Judge  Edw.  V.  Miles  of 
the  Normal  faculty.  Summons  and  subpoenas  were  served,  pleas  made  and  issues 
joined  as  in  a  real  legal  case,  except  that  each  side  worked  up  its  own  case. 

The  boys  of  the  Agora  and  their  girl  friends  met  at  Hotel  Roberts,  March 
9th  and  enjoyed  music,  a  seven-course  dinner,  and  some  excellent  after-dinner 
talks  by  members  and  our  guest  of  honor.  Some  members  think  this  is  the  best 
event  of  the  Agorian  year. 

To  measure  themselves  to  get  a  perspective  of  what  they  were  doing,  the 
Forum,  tire  Illinae,  and  the  Agora  organized  the  FoiAgorlll.  It  is  an  annual 
series  of  debates  among  the  three  organizations.  Each  society  has  an  affirmative 
and  a  negative  team,  one  team  meeting  one  society  and  the  other  team  meeting 
the  other.  The  society  winning  both  debates  in  which  it  participates  wins  the 
series  and  has  possessions  of  the  cup  for  one  year.  The  club  that  wins  the  series 
three  times  in  succession  has  permanent  possession  of  the  cup.  The  question 
debated  this  year  was  government  ownership  and  control  of  coal  mines.  The 
affirmative  team  of  each  club  was  victorious,  thus  causing  a  tie  for  this  year. 
According  to  the  rules  governing  the  debates  the  cup  remains  with  the  present 
holder  in  case  of  a  tie,  thereby  leaving  it  in  the  possession  of  the  Illinae.

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  one  of  the  largest  Christian 
movements  in  the  world  has  a  comparatively  small  but  very  live  branch  in  the 
Student  Association  in  old  S.  I.  N.  U.  this  year.  Cur  organization  here  is  "a 
work  of  the  girls,  for  the  girls,  and  by  the  girls."  Its  ideals  are  high  and  to  a 
certain  extent  they  have  been  realized.  It  has  been  said  that  there  is  nothing 
harder  than  to  keep.the  weeds  out  of  a  garden  when  there  is  nothing  else  growing. 
The  task  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  to  start  something  growing  in  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  the  girls  of  S.  I.  N.  U.  We  have  emphasized  the  incalculable  value  of  perfect 
health,  the  importance  of  worship  in  our  lives  and  the  need  of  keeping  Christ 
with  us  always  in  our  play,  study,  and  work.  It  is  easy  to  be  so  busy  doing  that 
we  forget  being.  Realizing  this  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  taken  upon  itself  the  task 
of  giving  the  girls  of  the  S.  I.  X.  U.  the  opportunity  of  going  once  a  week  where 
they  can  think  and  worship  together  and  put  good  things  into  their  lives;  where 
they  learn  more  about  how  to  love  life  and  to  help  others  to  love  it. 

We  have  accomplished  these  things  through  our  regular  and  special  meetings 
assisted  by  our  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Field  Secretary,  Miss  Florence  Pierce,  and  Dean 
Voight  of  the  University  of  Ohio,  and  always  by  our  faculty  advisors.  In  our 
religious  services  and  in  our  social  good  times  we  have  learned  to  love  our  sister 
students  better  and  to  raise  our  standards  of  true  womanhood. 

The  Conference  and  Councils  attended  this  year  by  members  of  our  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  are  as  follows:  Student  Conference  at  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin,  last  summer 
with  six  delegates,  accompanied  by  Miss  Rue;  Cabinet  Training  Council  at 
Decatur  this  spring  with  two  delegates,  and  the  Student  Yolunteer  National 
Council  meeting  at  Xew  York  City  with  one  delegate. 

As  our  membership  increased  and  our  tasks  became  greater  we  changed  the 
number  of  faculty  advisors  from  the  usual  two  or  three  to  five.  The  advisors  for 
this  year  have  been  Miss  King,  Miss  Rue,  Miss  Woody,  Miss  Bowyer,  and  Mrs. 
Chandler.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our 
advisors  for  their  interest  in  us  and  their  immeasurable  assistance  throughout 
the  year.  Contact  with  such  women  has  helped  us  to  establish  a  higher  goal 
toward  which  to  direct  our  life  efforts. 

Last  year  the  basis  for  membership  in  our  association  as  in  other  associations 
all  over  the  United  States,  was  changed  from  the  narrow  provision  for  member- 
ship of  Protestants  only  to  the  broader  provision  admitting  any  young  woman 
who  is  willing  to  say  that  she  will  endeavor  to  live  a  true  Christian  life.  With 
a  membership  of  some  one  hundred  twenty-five  girls  of  this  caliber  how  could 
our  Association  do  otherwise  than  experience  a  very  successful  year? 

Along  with  the  other  changes  made  within  the  last  two  years  is  the  elimina- 
tion of  dues.  All  the  money  needed  to  keep  up  the  expenses  of  the  Association 
both  here  at  home  and  in  foreign  relief  work  is  made  at  our  candy  counter. 

Our  Association  cannot  and  does  not  stand  alone,  but  is  vitally  connected 
with  the  National  Young  Women's  Association,  an  organization  which  stands 
for  "a  better  girlhood,  a  better  nation,  and  a  better  world."

"Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the 
midst  of  them." 

In  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  a  young  man  by  the  name  of  George 
Williams  was  employed  in  the  commercial  establishment  of  Hitchcock  and  Co., 
London,  England.  Williams  lived  together  with  about  eighty  boys  above  the 
store  room  in  a  dormitory.  The  atmosphere  here  was  thoroughly  disgusting  to 
Williams,  who  was  a  boy  of  strong  Christian  character.  He  saw  that  here  was  an 
opportunity  for  him,  and  finding  a  few  other  Christian  boys  they  bound  them- 
selves together  in  an  effort  to  Christianize  this  entire  house.  On  the  evening  of 
June  6th,  1844,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  held.  The  meeting  was 
opened  with  the  words  of  the  Saviour, ' '  Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together 
in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them."  In  the  years  that  followed  the 
Association  grew  until  Hitchcock  and  Co.  was  known  as  a  firm  in  which  no  one 
could  work  without  becoming  a  Christian. 

Of  this  movement,  today  world-wide,  our  local  Association  is  a  part.  The 
movement,  begun  by  Sir  George  Williams,  in  the  shadow  of  St,  Paul's  Cathedral, 
has  become  known  to  all  the  ends  of  the  world.  It  is  today  the  greatest  Christian 
force  in  the  world,  having  more  members  than  any  church  and  covering  more 
territory.  The  Student  Volunteer  Movement  is  the  largest  Missionary  recruiting 
force  known  and  it  is  a  part  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Our  campus  has  boasted  of  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  many  years,  and  has  felt  the 
effect  of  the  work  clone  by  the  "Y. "  During  the  war  the  organization  was  badly 
crippled  here,  but  this  was  the  only  Teachers'  College  in  Illinois  that  did  not  let 
the  "Y"  die  out.  After  the  boys  began  coming  back  the  work  was  carried  on 
more  vigorously  than  before. 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  hard  work,  many  disappointments,  but  also 
much  success.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  activities  were  many  fold.  Beginning  the  year 
last  Spring  term  the  two  Christian  Associations  showed  their  spirit  of 
helpfulness  by  providing  surgical  aid  to  one  of  our  invalid  students.  The  student 
body  responded  splendidly  and  in  a  Christian  way.  Among  the  regular  activi- 
ties, campus  service  would  probably  be  rated  as  most  helpful  to  the  school.  The 
service  rendered  new  students  upon  arriving,  in  the  way  of  guides  and  information 
booths,  is  of  inestimable  value.  At  the  beginning  of  each  term  during  the  days  of 
registration  this  service  was  carried  on.  Then  every  term  was  held  a  stag  social 
with  a  special  invitation  to  the  new  men.  Later  in  the  term  joint  socials  were 
held.    These  were  a  great  asset  to  the  social  life  of  the  school. 

The  religious  meetings  have  been  fairly  well  attended  and  have  been  a  real 
help  to  many.  Through  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  the  student  body  and  faculty  contributed 
$287  to  the  needy  students  and  faculty  of  the  European  colleges.  This  was  more 
than  had  ever  been  contributed  before,  and  it  surely  was  a  great  service  to  our 
fellow  students.  Bible  Study  groups  have  been  maintained  a  part  of  the  time. 
Although  they  were  small  great  interest  was  shown  on  the  part  of  those  attended. 
The  "Y"  has  shown  itself  a  cpiiet  working  but  persistent  organization,  a  force  on 
the  campus  whose  efforts  are  not  in  vain.  May  it  live  on  to  better  and  greater 
things  in  Christ,

Girls''  Athletic  Association

The  first  paper  published  by  the  student  body  was  published  in  1881,  and 
was  known  as  "The  Normal  Gazette."  Later,  during  the  years  of  1916,  1917, 
1918  monthly  editions  were  published  under  the  name  of  "The  Egyptian."  Due 
to  the  war  publication  was  suspended  during  the  year  1919. 

The  fall  term  of  1920  the  student  body  elected  Guy  McLain,  Editor-in-chief. 
Although  he  was  greatly  handicapped  he  successfully  continued  publication  of 
the  paper.  The  circulation,  size  and  quality  of  the  paper  grew  steadily  during 
the  following  year  under  the  capable  guidance  of  Earl  Y.  Smith. 

This  year  the  paper  has  continued  to  grow  until  it  now  has  a  weekly  order 
of  1000  copies  and  a  mailing  list  of  350,  and  doubtless,  if  publication  continues 
the  paper  will  have  a  much  greater  circulation. 

The  sole  aim  of  the  paper  has  always  been  to  further  the  interests  of  old 
S.  I.  N.  U.  and  it  has  been  the  aim,  of  the  staff  to  remember  this  throughout  the 
year.  Sometimes,  we  are  too  prone  to  find  fault  with  its  utterances  and  are  over 
apt  to  take  seriously  that  which  it  intends  to  be  taken  otherwise.  After  all,  all 
of  us  who  love  the  old  S.  I.  N.  U.  would  not  want  to  see  it  without  a  school  paper.

In  1911  the  legislature  passed  a  bill  granting  $75,000  for  the  erection  of  a 
girls'  dormitory  on  the  campus  of  S.  I.  N.  U.  By  the  fall  term  of  1913  it  was 
complete  and  ready  for  the  girls.  The  name  was  chosen  by  Judge  Barr,  who 
was  at  that  time  a  resident  trustee.  The  matrons  of  Anthony  Hall  have  been 
Mrs.  Roberts,  Miss  Hollenberger,  Miss  Clark,  Mrs.  Mackey,  Miss  Bell,  and  Miss 
Rue,  and  they  have  all-  helped  to  make  the  Hall  a  real  home  for  the  girls. 

Anthony  Hall  can  easily  take  care  of  seventy  girls  but  it  has  been  known 
to  accommodate  as  many  as  eighty  some  times.  The  dining  room  is  so  large 
that  a  great  many  of  the  girls  living  near  the  campus  are  served  here  besides 
the  girls  living  in  the  dormitory. 

Anthony  Hall  has  always  been  the  center  of  the  social  activities  of  the 
campus.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  every  year  the  girls  give  a  "get 
acquainted"  party.  The  various  classes  and  organizations  of  the  school  also  often 
hold  their  banquets  and  parties  here. 

Yes,  it  is  true  that  we  who  live  in  the  Hall  regulate  our  lives  by  the  gong 
and  dips.  We  get  up  by  the  gong,  eat  by  the  gong,  begin  studying  by  the  gong, 
quit  studying  by  the  dip  and  go  to  sleep  by  the  dip  but  they're  mighty  con- 
venient and  comforting  for  then  we  need  not  watch  the  time. 

Anthony  Hall  is  really  a  happy  place,  full  of  life  and  fun  as  well  as  text- 
books, and  notebooks.  We  can  always  find  some  one  to  cheer  us  up  when  we're 
sad,  someone  to  talk  to  and  waste  time  with  us,  someone  to  sympathize  with  us 
when  lessons  are  long  and  things  go  wrong,  and  someone  to  help  us  out  when 
we're  broke.  The  Hall  is  just  one  great  big  family  and  we  all  look  forward  to 
the  times  when  we  may  get  back  and  once  again  join  in  singing  our  old  An- 
thony Hall  songs.

Perhaps  most  of  the  persons  who  have  read  The  Obelisk  and  looked  at  its 
pictures  have  formed  their  idea  of  Carbondale  principally  from  these  impres- 
sions. Aside  from  the  righ  rank  it  takes  as  a  school  center,  it  is  a  city  of  no 
little  importance. 

It  is  located  in  the  heart  of  "Egypt"  at  the  intersection  of  three  of  the 
principal  divisions  of  the  Great  Illinois  Central  Railway  System, — the  Chicago- 
New  Orleans,  the  St.  Louis-Paducah,  and  the  Johnston  City-Thebes-Cairo  divi- 
sions. It  is  also  at  the  intersection  of  two  of  the  state's  main  hard  road  lines, — 
the  Duluth-Cairo,  and  the  St.  Lonis-Shawneetown  lines. 

The  government  census  of  1920  showed  a  population  of  6270.  Since  that 
time  fully  two  hundred  new  residences  have  been  built  which  would  indicate  a 
present  population  of  fully  7500. 

From  its  very  beginning  Carbondale  has  taken  high  rank  as  a  desirable  place 
to  live  because  of  the  excellent  educational,  social,  religious  and  moral  atmo- 
sphere. Within  the  past  few  years  these  elements  that  contribute  so  much  to 
desirable  home  conditions  have  become  more  marked  and  others  have  been 
added.  Several  years  ago  it  did  not  rank  as  a  business  city,  but  now  through 
the  influence  of  a  wide-awake,  up-to-date  group  of  business  men  it  presents  all 
the  commercial  advantages  to  be  found  in  any  small  city,  and  the  added  trans- 
portation facilities  have  made  it  the  most  important  transportation  center  in 
this  end  of  the  state. 

Public  improvements  and  public  conveniences  add  much  to  the  other  de- 
sirable home  conditions  already  mentioned.  Many  miles  of  street  paving,  sewers, 
modern  telephone  service  and  gas  lines  are  among  these. 

The  new  two  and  a  quarter  million  dollar  plant  of  the  C.  I.  P.  S.  Co.  which 
is  under  construction  at  Grand  Tower  is  only  twenty  miles  away.  When  com- 
plete, the  city  which  is  now  supplied  efficiently  from  the  Big  Muddy  Plant  will 
be  even  better  accommodated  from  the  new  plant.  An  ample  water  supply  the 
lack  of  which  has  been  the  only  draw  back  in  the  way  of  utilities,  is  in  view. 
Surveys  have  been  made,  options  secured  for  a  reservoir  and  tentative  financing 
plans  worked  out  for  a  modern  and  ample  water  system. 

While  Carbondale  does  not  claim  distinction  as  an  industrial  center  those 
elements  of  a  successful  business  community  are  by  no  means  negligible.    The 
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most  important  of  these  is  the  Ayres-Lord  Tie  Preserving  Plant  which  covers 
eighty  acres  in  the  north  part  of  the  city.  They  handle  about  two  and  one-half 
million  ties  annually  which  makes  the  plant  rank  equal  to  any  in  the  country. 
They  employ  over  two  hundred  men  at  good  wages  and  their  weekly  payroll 
adds  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  community  business.  Just  recently  an  increase 
in  pay  for  common  labor  of  from  25%  to  40%  makes  it  possible  for  a  strong 
man  to  earn  $15  per  day. 

The  Marx-Haas  Garment  factory  has  one  of  their  branch  plants  here.  They 
have  a  modern,  commodious  well-lighted,  well  ventilated  building  with  sani- 
tary toilets  and  a  lunch  room  in  the  building.  They  give  employment 
to  over  two  hundred  girls  and  women  who  make  over  two  hundred  fifty  thousand 
trousers  a  year.  The  annual  payroll  runs  over  one  hundred  fifty  thousand 
dollars. 

Carbondale  is  the  home  of  the  famous  White  Mule  Tire  Patch  Co.,  and  the 
new  fifty  thousand  dollar  Etherton  Garage  is  a  distributing  center  for  several 
cars  in  Southern  Illinois  territory. 

Carbondale  has  many  strong,  efficient,  well-equipped  lodges.  Odd  Fellows 
and  Rebeccas,  Modern  Woodmen  and  Royal  Neighbors,  Masons  and  Eastern  Stars, 
and  Elks  are  all  represented.  The  Elks  have  a  fine  home  with  all  the  modern 
conveniences  for  lodge  and  social  purposes.  The  Masonic  fraternity  is  repre- 
sented by  Shekinah  Lodge  with  a  membership  of  about  400,  Reynolds  Chapter 
75  R.  A.  M.  about  250  and  Beans  Scout  Commandery  86  about  180.  They  own 
a  fine  lodge  room  on  the  third  floor  of  City  Hall  and  have  recently  bought  prop- 
erty on  the  west  side  where  they  plan  to  build  a  new  temple  before  long.  The 
Gdd  Fellows  lodge  is  one  of  the  strongest  in  Southern  Illinois. 

The  city  does  not  lag  behind  in  club  life.  There  are  many  flourishing  social, 
amusement  and  business  clubs.  The  Library  Club  has  succeeded  within  the  past 
year  or  two  in  getting  permanent  quarters  and  a  librarian  for  a  city  library.  The 
library  is  situated  in  City  Hall  and  already  several  thousand  volumes  have  been 
listed. 

The  Carbondale  Womans  Club  which  is  a  part  of  the  Federation  of  Clubs 
has  all  the  departments  and  a  membership  of  over  two  hundred.  This  club  is 
always  active  in  any  movement  to  further  the  intellectual  or  .social  welfare  of  the 
city. 

There  are  three  strong  clubs  organized  for  recreation,  the  Thompson  Lake 
Club  which  has  a  lease  on  over  fifty  acres  of  water  near  town,  the  Rock  Springs 
Country  Club  which  owns  a  large  tract  near  the  hard  road  about  four  miles  south 
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of  town,  where  a  large  artificial  lake  is  being  constructed  and  the  Country  Club 
which  together  with  many  Murphysboro  members  own  a  fine  club  house,  golf  links 
and  bathing  beach  on  the  interurban  between  Carbondale  and  Murphysboro. 

There  are  three  strong  business  and  professional  men's  clubs  here,  the  Busi- 
ness Men's  Association,  the  Rotary  Club,  and  the  Lions  Club.  The  Business 
Men's  Club  has  done  much  to  bring  Carbondale  to  the  front  rank  as  a  business 
city.  The  Rotary  Club  last  year  initiated  a  movement  to  keep  boys  and  girls 
in  high  school  and  furnish  wholesome  amusement  for  them.  As  a  result  this  year 
over  80%  of  boys  and  girls  eligible  for  high  school  are  in  attendance. 

Last  year  the  Lions'  Club  put  on  a  project  which  has  attracted  state  wide 
and  even  national  attention.  They  put  on  a  campaign  to  rid  the  city  of  mos- 
quito pests.  The  national  government  sent  a  sanitary  engineer  to  cooperate  with 
the  local  committee,  the  state  department  of  health  kept  a  sanitary  engineer  on 
the  ground  and  the  I.  C.  Ry.  Co.  cooperated  with  their  general  medical  staff. 
Several  acres  of  swamp  land  were  drained,  open  ditches  were  oiled,  pools  and 
breeding  places  cleaned  up  and  destroyed.  Six  or  seven  thousand  dollars  were 
spent  not  including  the  expenses  of  the  experts,  about  four  thousand  acres  of 
territory  cleaned  of  mosquitos  and  the  people  given  a  wholesome  practical  lesson 
in  public  health.  A  survey  taken  of  several  thousand  people  in  1921  showed 
several  hundred  cases  of  malaria  and  the  loss  in  wages  and  cost  of  caring  for 
the  disease  ran  into  the  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars.  A  survey  in  the  latter 
part  of  1922  showed  only  a  few  dozen  cases.  The  Lions'  Club  has  practically 
wiped  out  malaria  in  Carbondale.  The  project  has  attracted  so  much  attention 
that  the  State  Health  Department  is  preparing  a  bulletin  giving  all  the  details 
of  the  project  and  the  National  government  is  showing  some  moving  pictures  of 
part  of  it.  This  year  the  Lions  have  been  conducting  an  anti-rat  campaign  and 
as  in  the  case  of  the  mosquito  have  done  much  to  rid  the  community  of  this 
disease  spreading,  property-destroying  pest. 

No  city  of  its  size  in  the  state  has  transportation  facilities  superior,  if  even 
equal  to  those  of  Carbondale.  The  Illinois  Central  has  forty-two  passenger  trains 
every  twenty-four  hours  in  and  out  on  its  five  lines  radiating  from  here.  The 
Murphysboro  and  Southern  Illinois  Traction  Co.  runs  a  car  to  Murphysboro 
every  hour,  connecting  with  the  M.  &  0.  Ry. 

The  two  main  arteries  of  the  hard  road  project  now  under  way  passing 
through  here  afford  north  and  south,  east  and  west  auto  traffic. 

Some  idea  of  Carbondale  as  a  transportation  center  may  be  gained  from 
the  fact  that  it  is  conservatively  estimated  that  fully  one  thousand  passengers 
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pass  the  local  ticket  window  every  twenty-four  hours  and  that  fully  another 
thousand  transfer  at  this  point  every  twenty-four  hours.  That  means  that  nearly 
three-quarters  of  a  million  passengers  clear  through  this  point  every  year.  Over 
eight  hundred  men  are  employed  locally  by  this  company  as  follows:  Office, 
105  ;  Maintenance  of  Way,  150  ;  Yard  and  Round  House,  350 ;  Operating  Crews, 
105.  The  monthly  pay  roll  is  over  $105,000  or  about  a  million  and  a  quarter 
dollars  per  year. 

Hotel  accommodations  should  keep  pace  with  transportation  and  they  do 
in  Carbondale.  The  city  has  the  reputation  of  having  the  best  hotel  in  Southern 
Illinois,  the  Roberts  House.  Plans  have  been  completed  and  the  finances  ar- 
ranged for  a  new  eight  story  building  of  two  hundred  rooms  with  every  con- 
venience found  in  a  modern  hotel.  The  Terminal  has  been  completely  remodeled 
and  about  thirty  rooms  added  at  a  cost  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  bring  it  up  to 
all  the  requirements  of  a  modern  hotel.  The  New  Hundley  still  maintains  its 
hold  as  a  popular  resort  for  the  traveling  public. 

One  of  Carbondale 's  chief  community  assets  is  its  church  influence.  The 
following  denominations  are  represented  by  regularly  organized  congregations 
and  have  places  of  worship :  Baptists,  Catholics,  Christian  Scientists,  Disciples, 
Episcopalians,  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Pentacostals.  The  colored  people  have 
four  efficient  church  organizations  representing  the  Baptist  and  Methodist  faiths. 
It  is  doubtful  if  there  is  a  city  of  its  size  in  the  state  that  has  a  larger  church 
and  Sunday  school-going  population  and  in  which  there  is  a  more  free  atmos- 
phere of  Christianity. 

The  Baptists,  Disciples,  Methodists,  and  Presbyterians  have  large  and  well- 
equipped  modern  church  plants.  Just  recently  the  Methodists  completed  one  of 
the  finest  church  buildings  to  be  found  in  the  State  outside  of  the  large  cities. 

"With  all  these  advantages  of  educational,  social,  business,  and  religious  in- 
fluences the  people  of  this  community  are  unusually  well-blessed.  Those  seeking 
a  location  for  a  home  Avhere  all  the  advantages  of  modern  life  may  be  had  can 
find  no  better  place  than  Carbondale.
